LB 325 would have repealed outright section 77-27,222.  This section grants employers a tax 
credit for providing child care for employees.  The amendatory sections in the bill struck 
references to the tax credit in the insurance premium tax sections (77-908); the individual income 
tax sections (77-2715.07); estate and trust income tax sections (77-2717); corporate income tax 
sections (77-2734.03); and the financial institutions deposit tax sections (77-3806).
